11-year-old dies after running from initial accident on Michigan 


An 11-year-old boy from Ypsilanti 
Township was pronounced dead at the 
scene after a Michigan Avenue accident 
Tuesday morning. He had attempted to run 
from an original collision and was hit by 
a truck. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro said at about 6:20 a.m. on Aug. 31 the 
VBT Public Safety Department, the Canton 
Township Public Safety Department and 
Huron Valley Ambulance were dispatched 
to Michigan Avenue, near Denton Road, for 
a reported vehicle collision that involved a 


pedestrian. 

The preliminary investigation revealed 
that a disabled vehicle was parked partially 
in the travel lanes of eastbound Michigan 
Avenue, east of Denton, due to an unknown 
mechanical failure. 

A 61-year-old Canton Township resident 
was driving his Ford Fusion eastbound 
on Michigan Avenue when he struck 
the disabled vehicle. There were three 
occupants from the disabled vehicle that 
were standing outside of the vehicle at the 
time of the initial collision. 


The 11-year-old boy attempted to run 
southbound across Michigan Avenue after 
the initial collision and was struck by a 
GMC pickup truck traveling eastbound on 
Michigan Avenue. 

The Canton Township Fire Department 
provided emergency medical care for all 
the people involved in this collision. The 
Canton Fire Department transported a 
34-year-old Ypsilanti Township woman 
and a nine-year-old Ypsilanti Township 
girl to the University of Michigan Hospital 
for evaluation. Additionally, the Canton 


Township Fire Department pronounced the 
11-year-old boy deceased at the scene. 

The Van Buren Township Accident 
Investigation Team was called to the scene 
to conduct a follow-up investigation, 
collect data, and secure physical evidence. 
Michigan Avenue at the site was closed 
until 11 a.m. The accident remains under 
investigation and anyone with information 
or who may have witnessed this incident is 
asked to contact Lt. Kenneth Floro or Det.

Belleville Area District Library board passes new food policy

The staff of the Belleville Area District 
Library had been having issues with people 
eating and drinking throughout the new 
library. Someone was even eating fried 
chicken at the computers. 

The staff came up with a plan and then 
turned it over to the policy committee of 
the library board. At the board’s regular in- 
person meeting on Aug. 10 the new policy 
was unanimously approved. 

Board president Sharon Peters said the 
staff wants this to be the people’s library 
and wants them to feel at home. But, some 
guidelines had to be set. 

“No food fights,” said building committee 
chairperson Joy Cichewicz, who runs a 
library in Ypsilanti. 

Policy committee chairperson Mary 
Jane Dawson presented the following food 
policy which was adopted by the board: 

e Food and covered beverages are 
permitted in designated areas of the library. 
Designated areas are marked with signs. 

e Patrons are expected to clean up after 
themselves, placing trash in appropriate 
receptacles and notifying staff if spills 
occur. 

e Staff reserves the right to request patrons 
remove or clean up food and beverages if 
the food or beverages are creating a mess, 


damaging the library, or causing odors that 
are considered a nuisance. 

e Alcohol or intoxicating food/beverages 
are strictly prohibited on library premises, 
except that alcohol may be permitted for 
library programming purposes. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
the signs could be moved around after the 
policy is implemented to adjust the areas 
designated. 

In other business at the 66-minute, in- 
person meeting, the board: 

e Accepted the offer of Doug Peters to loan 
two acrylic paintings he owns to the library 
for one to five years and approved hanging 
them in the library. The recommendation 
of the art committee was brought to the 
board by committee chairperson Michele 
Montour. The committee suggested 
hanging them in the periodical room, but 
the natural light coming in the windows 
has to be checked out to determine the best 
location so the paintings aren’t damaged. 
“Red Dawn,” a museum-wrapped canvas 
measuring 36”x48” weighs three pounds 
and “Tomorrow’s Journey,’ a framed 
36”x36” painting weighs five pounds. The 
artist is Vissaron Bakradze, a former client 
of Peters; 

e Heard building committee chairperson 
Cichewicz report that thanks to the 
Belleville city manager, the $25,000 refund 


the library has coming from a $50,000 
deposit required for Hennessey Engineers 
during construction of the building is on its 
way back to the library. She told of small 
problems being fixed around the building 
and the news that the enhanced ventilation 
project, exceeding required standards, will 
begin in mid-September and be done by 
the end of October. She said on July 22 the 
library had a DTE brownout when a branch 
came down by the Methodist Church at 5:30 
p.m. The library closed at 6 p.m. and no 
computers were damaged. Director Suchy 
added that for installation of the window 
blinds they will have to get into the ceiling. 
She said the rooms can be darkened for 
movies or the light just filtered. This will be 
done in the Cozzad Room and other rooms 
where the sun comes in heavily; 

¢ Heard John Juriga report that one of the 
bollards in front of the building is cracked. 
He said it is OK now, but in the winter water 
could get inside. They are having it checked 
out. Dawson said it looks like a dinosaur 
egg. Juriga also complained about the “out 
house,” which he amended to “portajohn” 
outside the library’s front door. It was 
put up by the Belleville Central Business 
Community for the once-weekly Farmers’ 
Market, but will be up all summer, right 
in front of their multi-million-dollar new 
library, he said. Director Suchy said she 


would talk with Janet Millard of the CBC 
at the Aug. 12 meeting for the Harvest Fest 
planning. On Aug. 13 Millard announced 
the portajohn would be removed and those 
at the market will be able to use the library 
restrooms; 

¢ Heard Director Suchy report that because 
of the rise in COVID cases, apparently due 
to the Delta variant, ““We’re back to masks 
again for a while.” She said they are not 
mandating but recommending masks for 
patrons and staff in the building. She said 
they are in the process of hiring a shelving 
page, a circulation clerk, and a part-time 
adult services librarian. Also, librarians are 
planning a series of computer classes that 
will be held at the Sumpter branch in the fall. 
She said they now have a small collection 
of popular materials and children’s books 
at the Sumpter Branch, a “tiny reference 
section.” Suchy also announced Beverly 
Meyer, “the Music Lady,” is back for a live 
concert at 11 a.m., Saturday, Aug. 28, in 
the Storytime Room. She said a Teen Book 
Club is being formed for those in grades 
8-12. The first meeting is Sept. 14; and 

e Heard board treasurer Tanya Stoudemire 
report that a coworker of her’s tested 
positive for corornavirus and she is 
negative, but, “It’s not over yet.” Mary Jane 
Dawson noted, “Eventually, we’ll learn to 
deal with this virus.” 


VBT board approves mask mandate policy approved by unions

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees voted unanimously to approve an 
updated Vaccination Mandate Policy at its 
Aug. 17 regular meeting via zoom. 

The policy was developed in coordination 
with the township, elected officials, Human 
Resources and the township’s collective 
bargaining units. 

Letters of understanding have been 
received from the Police Officers Labor 


Council-Command, POLC-Officers and 
Dispatch and the Michigan Association of 
Fire Fighters in acceptance of the policy. 
The policy covers elected officials, non- 
union and union employees and volunteers 
working in the township hall. 
The policy includes: 

e Employees shall provide the HR 
Director with a status of non-vaccination 
or vaccination by the deadline of Sept. 16. 
Non-compliance will start the step-by-step 
discipline process outlined in the Collective 


Bargaining Agreement or the Personal 
Services Agreement, which could lead to 
termination. A copy of the vaccination card 
or fully vaccinated person’s certification 
form shall be turned in to put in the 
personnel file. Misrepresentation will 
result in discipline; 

e Incentives — All employees except 
elected officials as of the June 16 mandate 
will be entitled to an incentive of $500 
if the vaccination was taken voluntarily 
prior to Oct. 1, to be paid the first payroll 


in November. Unvaccinated employees 
choosing to take the vaccine will also 
get the incentive once proof is presented. 
An additional $250 will be given to all 
employees when the township reaches 
100% vaccinations to be paid by the first 
payroll in February 2022; 

e All unvaccinated employees, including 
employees with an approved reasonable 
accommodation are required to take a 
COVID test every seven days (with the

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Detroit man charged with seven 
felonies after break-in on San Carlos

Larry Wayne Langford, Jr., 44, of Detroit 
has been charged with seven felonies and 
one misdemeanor following the Aug. 9 
and 10 incidents around a break-in at a 
residence on San Carlos Drive in the city 
of Belleville. 

Penalties for the charges include a 
sentence to life in prison. 

Langford, who is being held in the Wayne 
County Jail on $100,000/10% bond, was 
before 34 District Court Chief Judge 
Brian A. Oakley by zoom on Aug. 25 for 
his probable cause conference. 

His defense attorney, Kendrick Riggins, 
said he did not have all the video discovery 
available to proceed, so the probable cause 
conference was adjourned for a week to 
Sept. 1. 

For Aug. 9, Langford is charged with: 

e Safe breaking; 

e Home invasion-1* degree; 

e Possession of burglar’s tools; and 

e Three counts of stealing/retaining 
without consent financial transaction 
devices (credit cards). 

A second case, for Aug. 10, adds charges 
for: 

e Assaulting/resisting/obstructing a police 
officer; and 

e Escape lawful custody, a misdemeanor. 

Bond on the Aug. 10 case was set at 
$50 ,000/10%. 

Langford also is facing an absconder 
from probation charge in a 2018 stolen-car 
case. 

He was arraigned Aug. 12 on all the 
Belleville charges and has remained in the 
Wayne County Jail since then. 

On Monday, Aug. 9, at about 5:35 p.m., 
the Belleville Police Department was 
dispatched to a residence on San Carlos on 
a report of a breaking and entering that had 
just occurred. 

The resident reported arriving home to 
find an unknown man in his residence. 
After a verbal confrontation, the suspect 
exited the home and fled on foot. Officers 
from Belleville with assistance from Van 
Buren Township police responded and 
quickly set up a perimeter in the area. 

The victim homeowner provided a good 
description, said Belleville Police Chief 
Dave Robinson. A request for assistance 
for a K-9 was made and a K-9 officer from 
the Canton Township police department 


responded. 

The K-9 successfully tracked from the 
residence to an area in the woods near the 
residence where the suspect was located 
and taken into custody without incident. 
The suspect did have property belonging 
to the victim from the residence on his 
person, Chief Robinson said. 

Although the location of the residence 
was first identified as Menlo Park Drive in 
the police report, it was corrected to San 
Carlos Drive later, Chief Robinson said. 

William Fosterludwig Loesel 

William Fosterludwig Loesel, 38, of Van 
Buren Township was arraigned by video 
Aug. 27 by 34th District Court Magistrate 
Al Hindman. He is charged with unarmed 
robbery, assault with intent to rob while 
unarmed, larceny from the person, 
interfering with electronic communication, 
larceny from $200-$1,000, and reckless 
driving on Aug. 26 in Van Buren Township. 
His probable cause conference was set 
for Sept. 8. Conditional bond was set at 
$5,000/10% with an order to have no 
contact with the complaining party.

the township out while in transition. He 
said the state wants a transition plan for 
a model and, “This is a working model.” 
McNamara said, “We have good people, 
but nobody wants your job”; 

e Approved the reinstatement of late 
fees, penalties, and shut-offs for delinquent 
water accounts. On March 16, 2020 the 
board voted to place a suspension on all 
late fees, penalties, and shut-offs to give 
water customers some relief during the 
COVID-19 pandemic and state-ordered 
shut-down. The shut-offs, late fees, and 
penalties will begin to be applied with 
the new billing cycle in October 2021. 
No actions will be retroactive to that date. 
The first late-payment notices will come 
in February. Out of about 8,000 accounts, 
854 accounts have payments to be made, 
and outstanding water service of $288,976 
needs to be collected. McNamara said he 
has reviewed 274 accounts and only a few 
owe over $1,000, with the average about 
$500; 

e Approved using Ideation Orange of 
Hazel Park, out of six original bids, for 
Phase 1 of the Township Park Sign Project 
for a not-to-exceed cost of $149,910. 
Phase 1 will include fabrication and 
installation of a large entry sign at each of 
the following parks: Quirk, Riggs, French 
Landing, and Van Buren. Demolition of the 
four existing signs is included in the price. 
Phase 1 is expected to be completed by the 
end of 2021. Elizabeth Renaud, Director of 
Community Services, said $120,000 has 
been allocated for Phase 2 signs in 2022; 

e Approved the request of Remax 
Crossroads broker Glenn Silvenis, on behalf 
of property owner Lisa Gelb to grant an 
easement from the township, which owned 
a lake parcel, to owner Gelb at 12800 Lake 
Pointe Pass, to correct an encroachment 
over the township lake property. Building 
and Planning Director Dan Power said the 
house was constructed in 1973 plus a small 
addition in 2000. The situation makes it 
impossible for a prospective purchaser 
to get a mortgage. The fair market value 
for about 80 square feet of a single-story 
building encroachment (including the 
master bedroom and parts of the existing 
deck) and about 516.5 square feet of land 
area including this building is estimated to 
be worth about $9,462, which will be paid 
to the township and the sale recorded. This 
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action will provide assurance to prospective 
purchasers and future purchasers that their 
home is protected, totally owned, and able 
to be insured, Silvenis said; 

e Removed from the agenda the request to 
approve the Mallinckrodt PLC Bankruptcy 
Plan as it pertains to ongoing opioid 
litigation.

14,823 tons of toxic 
debris came to landfill

Hello from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers Buffalo District: 
On Aug. 18, 2021, the Buffalo District 
awarded a $82-million contract to complete 
the cleanup of contaminated soils at the 


Luckey Formerly Utilized Sites Remedial 
Action Program Site, located near Luckey, 
Ohio. 

In keeping with the district’s commitment 
to supporting small business, North Wind 
Portage, Inc., of Idaho Falls, Idaho, was 
competitively awarded the contract from 
among four other offerors. They will start 
by developing the work plans that guide all 
aspects of the cleanup work, which must 
be completed before work resumes. Work 
plan development, mobilization of the 
contractor to the site, and any necessary 
infrastructure improvements are expected 
to take approximately six months following 
issuance of the notice to proceed. 

Our highest priorities during cleanup 
activities at the Luckey Site are to be 
protective of human health and the 
environment, ensure that work is conducted 
in a safe and efficient manner, and prevent 
the spread of contamination. We continue to 
monitor the evolving COVID-19 situation 
and are in regular communication with our 
personnel and contractors to emphasize the 
importance of taking appropriate actions 
to safeguard employee health and welfare

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and Revitalizing 
Auto Communities Environmental Response (RACER) Trust is 
giving notice to the public on the proposed final remedy to address 
historic contaminant releases that have occurred at the Van Buren 
Township Landfill site, intersection of Ecorse Road and Route 12, 
Van Buren Township, Wayne County. Iron and manganese are in 
on-site and off-site groundwater, and on-site soils contain zinc and 
copper above risk-based ecological screening limits. 


Background 


The Van Buren Township Landfill occupies approximately 68 acres 
of vacant, undeveloped land adjacent to a General Motors parts 
facility and Willow Run Airport. Van Buren Development Company 
operated a landfill at the site from 1966 to 1969, when it was 
purchased by General Motors, and it has been vacant ever since. 


City of Detroit incinerator ash, City of Dearborn demolition waste 
and domestic refuse, Ford Motor Company wastepaper, and liquid 
waste inside 55-gallon drums were reportedly landfilled at the Van 
Buren Township Landfill site. Automotive parts were also found 
during sampling at the site. 


In 2011, RACER Trust and EPA entered into a voluntary 
agreement to investigate, and remediate, all hazardous wastes 
releases at or from the Van Buren Township Landfill site. The 
work agreed to by the Agency was designed and implemented 
to protect human health and the environment. EPA’s Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act RCRA program oversees the 
cleanup of the Van Buren Township Landfill site under the 
Corrective Action program. 


Proposed Remedies 


EPA is proposing that the RACER Trust should implement the 
following remedy at the Van Buren Township Landfill site to 
address contaminated soils and groundwater: 
e Limit land and groundwater use for industrial use, manage 
potential facility vapor intrusion. 
e Groundwater use restrictions and maintain existing vegetation. 


e Continued groundwater monitoring to verify levels of 
contaminants of concern (COCs) remain stable, are 
decreasing, and do not pose risk to on-site or off-site 
receptors. 

e Cleanup of surface waste exposed debris, with waste piles to 
be disposed of off-site. 


Before a final decision is made, EPA is taking comments from 
the public on the proposed final remedy to address historic 
contamination at the Van Buren Township Landfill site, from 
September 2, 2021 — October 2, 2021.
